a binding layer coating the first fiber layer and said second fiber layer; 
wherein [[an]] lh§ interior surface area of the non-compliant medical balloon remains 
substantially unchanged when the balloon changes from & deflated state to an inflated state. 

2. (Original): The non-compliant medical balloon of claim 1, wherein said first fiber layer 
comprises inelastic fibers. 

3. (Original): The non-compliant medical balloon of claim 1, wherein said first fiber layer 
comprises a plurality of parallel first fibers. 

4. (Original): The non-coitipliant medical balloon of claim 1, further comprising an adhesive Isiyer 
adhering to said first fiber layer. 

5. (Original): The non-compliant medical balloon of claim 1 , wherein said second fiber layer 
comprises a plurality of parallel second fibefs. 

6- (Original): The non-compliant medical balloon of claim 1 , wherein said angle is substantially 
a right angle.

10. (Original): The non-cottpliant medical balloon of claim 1, wherein said binding layer is a 
polymeric coating,
